The  third  is  an  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun,  and  happens  en 
Tktirfday  the  7th  Day  of  November t  about  half  an  Hour") 
bcrorc  oris  o5  Clock  in  the  Morning,  confequen'ly  invifible 
to  us.  This  Eclipfe  cannot  be  total  to  any  Pare  of  our 
Terraqueous  Globe,  the  Moon  being  in  Apogeo,  or  in  her 
greatelt  Di (lance  from  the  Earth,  cannot  totally  obfeure 
the  Sun;  but  it  will  be  both  central  and  annular  in  great 
South  Latitudes,  where  the  Moon's  Parallax  and  Latitude 
re  of  contrary  Denominations  j  but  as  thefe  Places  is  as- 
yet  urtdifcovered,  I  think  it  unneceflary  to  give  any  far- 
ther Defcription  of  it. 

4,  The  fourth  and  laft,  is  a  partial  Eclipfe  of  the  Moon, 
on  Thurfdty  the  2.1ft  Day  of  November,  near  10  at  Night.

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I  (hall  at  prefent  fufpend  my  judgment  on  this  Figure; 
and  inftead  thereof,  give" my  Reader  a  ftiort  Account  of 
fome  notable  Caeleftial  Influences  on  mundane  Aifuus,  in 
this  and  the  laft  Century,  from  total  Eclipfcs  of  the  Sun, 
and  the  Appearance  of  Come  s.  Thofe  flaming  Flam- 
beaus are  not  hung  out  in  the  Heavens  by  the  Go\  of 
Nature,  to  no  Purpofe  or  Signification:  I  cou'd  fill  a  large 
Volume  with  very  remarkable  Events,  that  have  happened 
ir*  the  Wor'd,  co-eval  (or  neatly  fa)  with  the  Time  of  their 
Appearance.  But  to  come  home  to  our  own  Annals: 
In  the  Year  1658,  a  Comrr  or  Blaz'ng  Star  appeared,  up- 
on which  followed  the  lrifly  MalTacre,  and  the  Civil  Wa-s 
in  England.  In  the  Yea<s  1664,  and  1665,  appeared  two 
Comets  ;  about  which  Time  a  mc-ft  dreadful  Plague  hap- 
pened in  London,  whereof  died  that  were  taken  Notice  of 
^8,596  Perfons,  Youn£  a^d  Old  ;  befides  a  great  many  more 
that  efcapcd  the  Bii!sof"Muna!uy.  Acid  the" next  Yen  waslthat 

r  anile 
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terriMe  and  ever  memorable  Fire  of  London,  that  de- 
iftroyed  and  con  fumed  fo  many  (lately  Puildings,  and  Farrfh 
Churches.  Daring  thefe  Times  we  were  moreover  in- 
volved in  a  Bloody  War  with  the  Dutch.  In  the  Years 
1680,  1682,  1683,  1684,  and  1686,  feveral  Comers  or 
Biaiing  Srars  appeared,  that  of  the  Year  1680-1,  being,  one 
of  the  moft  remarkable  I  ever  read  of  $  and  fuppoied  to  be 
the  fame  that  appeared  when  Julius  C&far  was  affatTintted 
in  the  Senate  Houfe.  In  this  Interval  of  Time,  happened 
a  very  great  Froft,  that  lafted  13  Weeks,  the  Death  of 
King  Charles  II.  a  Rebellion  in  England  and  Scotland,  car- 
ried on  by  the  Duke  of  Monmouth,  and  the  Earl  of  Argyle; 
-and  Toon  after  followed  the  Abdication  of  King  James  \  and 
after  that  the  ever  memorable  and  Glorious  Revolution.  But 
to  return  to  our  own  Times:  In  the  Year  1717  there  hap- 
pened a  famous  total  Eclipfe  of  the  Sun  in  England  \  upon  which 
followed  a  great  Rebellion,  headed  hereby  the  Earl  cf  Derrcent- 
water,  L,ord  Widdrtngton,  Fo/lert  and  others:  And  in  Scot- 
land, by  che  Earl  of  Marr}  fkc.  and  very  lately,  viz.  in 
I  7 4 * »  a  Comet  app^ired  in  February  and  March,  and  the 
aext  Year  another  very  remarkable  one  was  feen  in  Aries  i 
fa  id  to  be  the  Afcendant  of  England',  upon  which  France  de- 
clared War  againfl:  England;  and  in  the  Year  following, 
fiappened  another  great  and  unnatural  Rebellion,  flirred  up 
by  the  French  King,  and  carried  on  by  the  Highland  Chiefs, 
and  their  Clans,  againfl:  his  prcfent  -Ma  jetty  King  George 
the  lid,  whom  God  Preferve.

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An  Account  of  the  Terrible  Earthquake  that 
happened  at  Jamaica,  in  the  Year  1632. 

I Shall  leave  the  Phyfical  Caufes  of  Earthquakes  to  be  dif- 
cufs'd  by  the  Philofophers  and  others,  and  in  thus  Place 
thall  only  Obferye,  that  the  Final  Caufe  of  them  is  the  Sign 
of  an  angry  God  juftiy  provoked  at  the  enormous  Crimes 
of  a  finful  People,  accqrding  to  that  of  King  David.  The 
Earth  trembled  and  (hook,  the  Foundations  alfo  of  the  Hills 
moved  and  were  fhaken,  becaufe  he  was  Wrath.  That  this 
was  the  Caufe  of  thofe  direful  Huins,  Devaluations,  and  Mi- 
feries  that  befel  the  People  of  Jamaica,  I  think  none  need 
doubr,  that  ferioufly  confiders  the  following  Relation. 
For  Pi  final  (faith  my  Author)  was  the  Calamity  and 
Judgmem,  whiah  befel  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Ifland  of 
Jamah*  in  the  Weft  Indies,  upon  Tuefday  June  the  7th, 
itfoi,  by  a  dreadful  Earthquake;  abour  11  o'Clock  in  the 
Morning  the  Eirth  fufTered  a  great  Trepidation,  which 
in  a  Minute's  Tirrle  was  fuch,  that  feveral  Houfes  bfgan 
to  tumble  down,  and  in  6  or  7  Mnutes,  or  a  Quarter  of 
an  Hour,  at  moft,  made  terrible  Havock  and  Devaluation  ; 
it  threw  down  almoft  all  the  Houfes,  Churches,  Su*ar- 
works,  Mills,  and  Bridges,  through  the  whole  Country  ; 
it  tore  the  Rocks  and  Mountains,  and  threw  them  into 
the  Sea;  but  Port-Royal  had  much  the  greateft  Share  m 
this  aftoniming  Judgment  of  God.  The  Miniftcr  of  thac 
Place  relates,  that  the  fame  Morning  he  hsd  been  at 
Prayers  in  the  Church,  which  he  never  neglected,  to  keep 
up  fome  Shew  of  Religion,  amongfl:  a  moft  ungodly  and 
debauch'd  Peop'e,  and  was  gone  to  a  Place  near  to  the 
Church,  where  the  Prefident  of  the  Council  was,  defign- 
jng  to  dine  with  one  Captain  Buden  ;  but  his  Houfe  upon 
the  fir  ft  Concuflion,  funk  firft  into  the  Earth,  and  then 
into  the  Sea,  with  his  Wife  and  Family,  and  others,  that 
were  to  Dine  with  him,  the  Minifter  flaying  fome  Time 
with  the  Prefident,  efcapsd  the  Danger.  Yet  foon  after, 
they  found  the  Ground  rowling  and  moving  under  their 
Feet ;  Sir,  fays  the  Minifter,   what's  this  ?    He  replied 

very- 
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very  compofedly,  it  is  an  Earthquake,  be  not  afraid,  it  will 
loon  be  over,  but  it  increafed,  and  they  heard  the  Church 
and  Tower  fall,  upon  which  they  ran  to  fave  themfelves  5 
the  Minifter  makes  towards  Morgan's  Tort,  which  being  a 
wide  open  Place,  might  be  thought  fecureft  from  falling 
Houfes,  but  as  he  came  near,  he  faw  the  Earth  op:n,  and 
fwallow  up  a  Multitude  of  People,  and  the  Sea  mounting 
over  the  Fortifications  $  he  then  laid  afide  all  thoughts  of 
cfcaping,  retaking  to  make  towards  his  own  Lodgings, 
where  he  found  all  Things  fafe  i  he  went  to  the  Balcony  to 
view  the  Streec  in  which  his  Houfe  flood,  and  faw  never 
an  Houfe  down  there,  nor  the  Ground  fo  much  as  crackr  j 
the  People  defired  him  to  come  down  and  pray  with  them  j 
he  perfjaded  them  to  kneel  down  and  majce  a  large  Ring, 
which  they  did,  pray'd  with  them  near  an  Hour,  and  after 
ferioufly  exhorted  them  to  Repentance,  (the  E»rth  working 
all  the  whi!e  with  new  Motions,  and  trembled  like  th« 
rowi  ng  of  the  Sea,  infomuch,  that  when  he  was  at  Prayer, 
he  couid  hardly  keep  hiinfdf  upon  h  s  Knees)  the  Mer- 
chants d  ii  ed  htm  to  go  aboard  fome  Ship  in  the  Harbour, 
and  rcfrefh  himfclf $  when  he  came  to  the  Sea,  he  faw  it 
tad  fwaliowed  up  th?  Wharf,  with  a'l  thofe  goodly  Brick 
Houfes  upon  it,  and  two  intire  Streets  beyond  tha'  5  he 
walked  upon  the  Tops  of  fome  Houfes,  which  lay  level  with 
the  Surface  of  the  Water,  from  whence  he  got  into  a  Ca- 
noo,  and  then  into  a  Long-boat,  which  put  him  aboard  a 
Ship  caTd  the  Si/km  Merchant,  where  he  found  the  Prcfi- 
dent  fafe.  They  could  not  lleep  that  Night,  for  the  Return 
of  the  Earthquake,  almoft  every  Hour,  which  nude  all  the 
Guns  in  the  Ship  jar  and  rattle.  The  (baking  of  the  Earth 
ftill  continued,  with  Thunder  and  Lightning,  itormy  and 
foul  Weather. 

The  Morning  of  this  Dty  was  very  fair  and  clear;  avoid- 
ing no  Suipcion  of  the  leaft  Evil,  but  in  the  Sp^ce^of  $ 
Minures,  about  half  an  Hour  aft er  1 1  in  the  Morning,  Tort- 
Royal,  the  fjireft  Town  of  all  the  Englifh  Plantations,  was 
(hajcen  and  {battered  to  Piece?,  and  lunk  into  and  covered 
by  the  Sea*  as  to  rhe  greatsft  Pa't;  It  is  reckoned  there 
were  loft  1500  Peifuus, 
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From  St.  Ann* j  there  was  News,  that  above  1000  Acres 
«f  Wood-Land  were  turn'd  into  the  Sea,  and  carried  with  it 
whole  Plantations,*  but  no  Place  fufrcred  like  Tort  Royal, 
where  whole  Streets  were  {wallowed  up  by  the  opening  of 
the  Eirth,  and  the  Houfes  and  Inhabitants  went  down  To- 
gether !  Some  of  them  were  driven  up  again  by  the  Sea, 
which  arofe  in  thofe  Breaches,  and  wonderfully  efcaped  : 
Some  were  fwallowed  up  to  the  Neck,  and  then  the  Earth 
fhut  on  them,  and  fquerzed  them  to  Death;  and  in  that 
Manner  feveral  were  left  buried,  with  their  Heads  above 
Ground,  only  fome  Heads  the  Dogs  had  earen.  Great  poifei 
and  beliowiogs .  were  heard  Tome  time  afrer  in  the  Moun- 
tains, which  made  them  apprehenfive  of  Fire,  but  thanjcl 
be  to  God,  no  ill  Event  hath  yet  fucceeded. 

We  have  a  farther  Account  from  the  Panfh  of  Vere,  in  tjiat 
Ifland,  fome  Leagues  from  Port- Royal,  dared  rhe  30th  of  June, 
1 692  ;  On  Tuejday  the  7th  of  Jane,  about  1  1  in  the  Morning, 
i'  pleafed  the  juftGod  to  vi lie  us  with  a  terrible  E»r  hquake, 
which  continued  with  much  Violence  and  Terror  for  about  a 
Quarter  of  an  Hour,  (\s  rnoff.  fay)  in  which  it  overthrew  ?tt 
the  Brick  and  Stone- buildings  in  theCoUnrry,  whereof  feveral 
in  this  Parifh  of  Vere  are  levelled  with  the  Ground,  or  (landing 
Monuments  of  the  Wrath  of  God,  fo  (battered  and  torn, 
that  they  are  irreparable ;  whilft  thefe  Things  were  tumbling, 
the  Earth  opened  in  this  Place,  in  Multitudes  of  Places;  and 
through  their  dire  Chafms,  fp.wed  out  Water  to  a  corffider- 
able  height,  above-ground,  jn  (uch  Quantities  in  fome  Places, 
that  it  made  our  Gullies  run  on  a  ludden,  though  before 
exceeding  dry,  infomuch,  that  fome  were  afraid  of  being 
o.er whelmed  at  once  by  the  River  and  Sea  joining  roge^ 
ther  to  Twall  »w  up  the  Country;  thefe  gaping  Mouths  be- 
ing no  lefs  than  n,  20,  or  nip  c  Feet  deep  under  the  £arrh, 
and  abovs  two  Miles  up  in  the  Country,  especially  nigh  rhe 
River  in  the  pureli  Mould,  which  had  no  CJay  nor  other 
consolidating  Matter  beneath,  where  that  was  we  do  not 
rind  any  Cracks  of  the  Errh  at  all.  Our  noted  Town  of 
St.  John  de  la  Vega,  or  The  Spanifo  Town,  is  utte  ly  down 
to  the  Ground,  and  its  Church  devoured  In  rhe  Time  Ruins. 
Our  Mfgazine  and  only  Store- hotr'e  of  Fo>  t-Royal,  is  3  p\'ns 
{wallowed  up  in  the  Sea.    A  whole  3:ree:,  called  the  What<fj 
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(where  mod  of  the  t>oted  Merchanrs  lived)  funk  at  once, 
from  ore  End  to  the  other,  with  a  general  Crack  at  th* 
the  Beginning  of  the  Earthquake,  together  with  two  Forts 
and  Guns,  £sfa.  thereon,  and  all  that  were  upon  or  nigh  it, 
p*ri{hed  in  an  Ioftanr,  without  any  Warning  :  Soon  after  2 
or  5  more  Streets  in  their  whole  length  totter'd  and  frll,  and 
were  immediately  funk,  Ground  and  all  together,  deep  in- 
to the  Sea  as  far  as  the  jews-fireet :  AM  the  upper  Part  of 
the  Town,  with  the  Church,  and  all  above  the  Pa'ifadors 
is  under  Water,  even  the  very  Pal;fadoes  itfelf,  where  their 
burying  Place  was,  is  now  no  longer  Earth  but  Sea  j  and 
the  dead  Corps  floated  from  them  to  all  Parts  of  the  Har- 
bour. The  Houfes  that  yet  remain  are  many  of  them  fo 
rent  and  torn,  and  others  fo  deeply  funk  into  the  Waters- 
even  up  to  their  Balconies,  that  they  are  unferviceable.  The 
Wail  at  the  Palifadoes  is  utterly  ruined,  with  the  Port  be- 
longing j  and  the/  Morgan's  Line,  ard  Walker's  Fort  yet 
(land,  they  a:e  (ortly  (haken  and  rent,  and  fo  funk,  that 
they  are  not  tenable,  the  whole  Place  thar  is  yet  above  Wa- 
ter, linking  daily  by  thofe  Earthquakes  j  we  have  ever  fince 
had,  fometimes  4,  5,  6  times,  more  or  lefs  in  24  Hours* 
The  reputed  Number  of  the  Dead,  (for  perhaps  there  never? 
will  be  an  exact  Account)  is  reckon'd  about  1500  Perfonsr 
befides  Negroes,  who  are  faid  to  be  6  or  700  more,  a  Mul- 
titude of  whofe  black  Corps  floated  many  Days. from  one 
Side  of  the  Water  to  the  other,  which  caufed  fuch  an  in- 
tolerable S  ench,  that  the  Dead  were  like  to  deftroy  the 
Living,  till  at  lail  fome  were  funk,  and  others  difperftd  by 
the  Sea  Bieex^. 

Likewife  Ligam'a, the  firft  and  principal  Tcwn  for  Plant- 
ing, and  imitating,  if  not  exceeding,  the  ftareiy  Buildiig  of 
Vvrt  Royal,  is  now  brought  to  terrible.  Deiolation,  and  its 
fine  new-built,  and  yet  unffnilVd  Church,  buried  in  the 
lame  P.uins  with  the  Houfes,  by  the  Fall  o£  a  Mountain  into 
the  Channel  of  the  River,  which  fupplies  both  this  Town 
and  Port  Royal,  the  River  became  dry  for  16  Hours  tdge- 
Ukt,  to  the  Terror  of  the  Inhabitants. 

Oher  Letters  add  thefe  particulars ;  that  this  ten  ifr'e 
Earthquake  came  from  the  North,  aud  attacked  'Tort-Royal 
•o  the  Harbou-! -fide,  on,  which  was  the  Wba^f,  the  vrrfole 
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length  of  the  Piaee,  where  ftood  the  KingVHoufe,  a  Bafti- 
011  of  107  Gans,  Carlip  Battery  of  119  Guns,  and  the 
H-Jufcs  of  the  greareH  Merchants;  all  rbofe  funk  in  a  Mo- 
ment from  3  jo  f  Fathom  Wate';  iome  were  funk  in  heir 
Houfcs,  others  buried  in  the  Rubbifhj  fome  who  were  got 
into  clear  Wa?er  and  couM  fwim,  we  e  canied  aw-y  with 
d' if  s  of  Timber j  nothing  elfe  was  £en  but  the  dead  and 
dying  j  nothing  heard  bit  Shrieks  and  Cries  j  the  Living 
we. c  covered  with  Wounds,  Bruifes  and  Blood  j  theThun- 
der  roared  ov  r  their  Heads  5  ihs  Eaith  trembled  under  their 
PeCt.;  rh^  Rocks  and  Mountains  were  rent  in  funder,  and 
Fire-balls  D>y  and  Night  fei]  fiorn  Heaven  :  It  is  imp.'flibJc 
f  >r  Tongue  to  fp^ak,  or  Pen  to  write,  the  Sorrows  and 
Terrors  of  th*t  Day.
